“It 1s a people's revolution, and the people will fight 


until the government in South Afnca is completely over 
thrown,” Mosala Mosegami, a CSUS student from South 
Afnca, told a small group of students Fnday 

October 10 was the National Day of Protest and 
Divestment fos South Africa. Organizations such as the 
Central American Action Committee in Sacramento, Stu- 
dents United for Peace, the National Organizauon of 
Women and the CSUS Palestinian Student Union held a 
rally in the library quad to show their support for this 
movement 


Students wore black arm bands to demonstrate solidar 
ity with South African political prisoners and to show their 
support for sanctions. They also signed a petition asking 
the United States to break all diplomatic, economic and 
military ues to South Africa 

“Apartherd continues to expioit the people of our 
country,” Mosegami, the keynote speaker, said. “We are 
talking about liberty. We are talking about freedom. Other 
people are talking about their interests in my country.” 

Thirteen groups were represented at the anti-apartheid 
rally, which was organized by the CSUS Caucus, Sacra- 
mento Valley Rainbow Coalition Organizing Commuttee

Dozens of watermelons set the 
scene for a rally at the c.pitol rnday 
where nearly a hundred people gather- 
ed to protest Gov.

Education supporters rallied to pro- 
test Deukmejian’s approval of $6.2 
million in agribusiness funds for water- 
melons lost to pesticide sprays while 
he vetoed educational funds that would 
have provided assistance in bilingual 
education, Nauve American early ed- 
ucauion and reading programs, among 
others 

The rally was led by the Mulu 
Cultural Student Association of CSUS 
(MCSA). MCSA drew support from 
students, faculty, elementary students, 
concerned community members and

Award commemorates memory of talented father

Keith Kenny was not a typical CSUS faculty 
member. He was a teac! *r, activist, social worker, pilot 
and priest 

In 1976, Father Kenny became a faculty member in 
the Division of Social Work, involving students in 
community organizations. He left the university in 
1982 to become the director of Catholic Community 
Services. He also served as the chairman of the 
Sacramento County Policy Planning Commission, 
director of the Division of Social Welfare for the 
Califorma Catholic Conference and was very active in 
people-onented causes 

Kenny suffered a heart attack and died on Dec. 20, 
1983 at 59. In honor of his memory, two awards have 
been dedicated in his name by the Social Concerns 
Commission 


Duane Campbell, professor of education at CSUS, 
and Kenny were instrumental in the development of 
the commussion. This organization deals with social 
justice issues including nuclear peace, immigrant nights, 
and hunger and the homeless in Central America. 

“Keith wanted to strenghten social programs,” 
Campbell, current vice chairman of the commission, 
said. 

Kenny graduated from UC Berkeley with a double 
major in English literature and philosophy. His interest 
in the prest-workers in France, members of the clergy 


who worked 10 factories, prompted his move to the 
seminary. He was ordained in 1954 

This World War I] merchant marine deck officer 
earned his master’s in social work from CSUS, focusing 
his research on community structures. He was fluent in 
Spanish and was involved in Spanish-speaking parish 
work for over 20 years 

The first annual Father Keith Kenny Justice and 
Peace awards were presented at the Social Concerns 
Commission's fifth anniversary on Oct 2. Bishop 
Francis Quinn celebrated a Mass of Thanksgiving 
commemorating the anniversary, which was followed 
by a benefit dinner 

Michelle Neves, a representative from Congress- 
man Kobert Matsui’s office, presented the congres- 
sional records. Dan Delany, co-founder of the 
Sacramento Catholic Worker House and the Loaves 
and Fishes Dining Room, received the justice award. 
Helen and Peter Feeley, founding members of the 
Sacramento Religious Community for Peace, were 
given the peace award. Seven other nominees were 
chosen as outstanding workers for peace and justice. 

“Each year we'll be honoring more and more 
people,” Georgia Lyga program director of the Social 
Concerns Commission, said. “We want people to do 
someting positive, and you can’t have peace without 
justice.” 

Through the hard work of the Social Concerns 
Commission, Father Kenny's dreams are being 
fulfilled.

from Disabled Student Union Presi- 
dent Suzette Woods. Woods’ letter 
stated: “The loss of the golf cart 
service has resulted not only in incon- 
vemence for those who have used 
these services in the past, but also in 
the students’ experiencing severe 
physical pain. Students report that 
this fatigue and pain is affecting their 
ability to concentrate and benefit 
trom lectures. We are also concerned 
about the loss of tutorial assistance 
services to all disabled students.”

Woods’ letter continued: “The con- 
census of all the disabled students at 
CSUS is that the only recourse we 
have to gain budgetary support is to 
file a grievance through Section 504 
of the Federal Rehabilitation Act of 
1973. We feel that is an appropriate, 
logical action. It will bring to light the 
difficult situation we are in due 6 the 
fact that these budget cuts have ham- 
pered our access to an equitable 
education.”

New complex gives 


city shot at sports 


Hey! All you skeptics out there. Never thought you'd see major 
professional sports in the Sacramento area did you? The Kings basketball 
team is just a fluke, huh? Well, I’ve got news for you 

According to the Sacramento Sports Association (SAA), owners of 
the Kings and the land in North Natomas where the Kings’ new arena is 
going to be built, Sacramento has a long life ahead of itself as the host 
of major sports franchises. This prediction was brought on when the in- 
itiative aimed at curbing development in the Natomas area failed to qual 
ify for the ballot two weeks ago. So instead of the $50 acres proposed by 
the intitiative, the SAA has 9,320 acres to build a major sports complex, 
including an arena and an outdoor stadium 

Of course, the Kings will be here as a basketball team for some time 
now that they will have a new arena. But Maurice Reed, spokesman for 
the SAA also predicted Sacramento “will field a baseball team by the 
1988 season.” Building the outdoor staduim, which will initially seat 
35,000, paves the way for just such a baseball franchise 

Where will this team come from? It's doubtful, that Sacramento will 
get an expansion team if major league baseball does decide to expand in 





the near future. Cities like Miami and Denver are ahead of Sacramento 
in this area. Besides, there are already two teams, the A’s and the Giants 
within 100 miles. A third team in that small area probably wouldn't 
survive 

But if a team that is already in existance, especially one in the area, 
wasn't totally satisfied with its current situation, a baseball team could 
become a possibility. The A’s just signed a 15-year lease at the Oakland 
Coliseum, so you can count them out. But the Giants are not only unsat- 
isfied with Candlestick Park, but are also fed up with San Francisco and 
mayor Diane Feinstein as a whole. Giant owner Bob Lurie has stated 
that if the city doesn’t build a new stadium for the team by next season, 
the Giants will play elsewhere. With the building of the new stadium in 
Natomas, the SAA seers to have a solution for Lurie 

But it doesn’t end at basketball and baseball. The outdoor stadium 
will be expanded to 65,000 seats two years after initial completion, pav- 
ing the way for football. All sorts of franchises could come to Sacra- 
mento, maybe even some most of us never thought about 

There has not been much talk about a hockey team coming to the 
Sacramento area, but don’t count it out. The National Hockey League 
has expressed a desire to expand after the 1988 season and the West 
Coast is the target. Currently, there are only two hockey teams located 
west of the Misswsippi River, one in Los Angeles and one in Vancouver, 
British Columbia 

One major problem exists with a hockey franchise setting down in 
Sacramento. California is not now, nor will it ever be, a place where you 
can pley hockey on a regular basis. Will people go to see a sporting 
event that they will most likely never play in their lives? Los Angeles is 
definitely not a place where you can get a pick-up game of hockey going 
with the neighborhood kids, but it still has supported a hockey team

Hornets win 
home opener 
over Broncos 


CSUS football fans watched their Hornets go from 
fumbling to fabulous Saturday night against Santa 
Clara University in the team’s first home game after 
four road contests 

It took the Hornets, who improved their overa!! 
record to 2-2-1, two quarters to finally get into the form 
which led them to the 38-7 win in the team’s Western 
Football Conference opening game. Santa Clara, the 
defending WFC champion, dropped to 1-1 in 
conference and |-4 overall 

On the way ‘o that superb play, Sacramento gave 
the Broncos the ball four times on fumbles, Santa Clara 
could only convert one of those turnovers into a score, 
but it gave the ISroncos a 7-0 lead at the time. CSUS 
went on to score 38 unanswered points, including a 
31-0 edge in the second half 

“The turnovers and a few adjustments led to the 
turnaround in the second half,” said CSUS head coach 
Bob Mattos. “They (CSUS players) didn’t push the 
panic button when things weren't going well.” 

Fullback Rob Harrison scored two of the Homet 
touchdowns, the first on a 5-yard pass from Angelo 
Oliva, and the second on a 22-yard run that saw the 
225-pounder do a complete flip and land into the end 
‘ zone on his back. Harrison finished the night tops in 
oe  .t rushing with 121 yards on 19 carnes 

Oliva, who regained the starting position at 
quarterback, was in on two other scores. Oliva threw 
to wide open Lin Klinkhammer early in the third 
quarter for a 52-yard touchdown which gave the 
Hornets the lead for good. The junior quarterback also 
snuck a touchdown in to give CSUS a 21-7 lead 

It was the second straight game that Klinkhammer 
has gone over 100 yards in pass receiving as he had § 
catches for 116 yards 

Matt Nilsson booted a 44-yard field goal in the 
fourth quarter, and on the last play of the game, Kenny 
Wilderson picked off a Bronco outlet pass and returned 
it 18 yards for a gift touchdown 

While the offense was sputtering in the first half, the 
defense kept Santa Ciara well in tact forcing a total of 
10 punts. The Broncos gained only 93 yards rushing 
and 94 passing which was 266 total yards less than the 
Hornets’ 453 total offensive yards 

“We were really juiced,” said middle linebacker 
Greg Docweiler. “The defense played well except for 
one play. We shut them down everywhere.” 

The CSUS win marked the first ume in | | meetings 
between the teams that Santa Clara has not come out 
on top. That record dates back to 1964 

During the game, CSUS seems to have found a new 
punt returser in starting tailback Don Hair. Hair, who 
returned punts last year as a freshman, took over that

After the heavy rains and flooding during the winter of 
1986, nearly half of the American River Bike Trail was left 
decimated. Slowly but surely, the washouts and cave-ins 
have been repaired, and the trail now stretches its onginal 
distance 

The paved trail ts accessible at the Guy West Bridge, 
east of the university. At this particular point on the river, 
there is a trail on each side. The main trail is on the north 
side, and a short, south-side trail runs east from the univer 
sity to Watt Avenue 

The bike trail along the river 1s ideal for a scenic ride 
and a safe commute free of automobile traffic

extends from Discovery Park, at the mouth of the 
American River, to Beale’s Point at Folsom Lake. The trail 
was Completed in 1985, making it the second tume in 100

Reagan blows compromise 


Last Sunday in Iceland, Ronald Reagan 
rejected an agreement which would have proven 
to the world that America truly does want peace. 
The agreement-—a historic chance to curtail the 
arms race-—included the elimination of both 
U.S. and Soviet ballistic missiles within 10 years. 
After agreeing to many far-reaching arms reduc- 
tions, Soviet General Secretary Mikhail S. Gor- 
bachev hopefully stated: “Never have our posi- 
tions been so close.” But instead of working out 
the agreement, Reagan chose to return to the 
United States empty-handed. 

The president’s excuse for his behavior was, 
of course, his unreasonable attachment to the 
Strategic Defense Initiative (“Star Wars”). Rea- 
gan claims that the program would be used only 
defensively. Mr. Gorbachev disagrees. He ex- 
plained that his government's main objection to 
Star Wars is that the program threatens to pro- 
duce new offensive weapons and extend the 
arms race into outer space. 

Reagan's space-based “defense” plan would 
cost this country trillions of dollars. In addition, 
Star Wars by the most optimistic predictions 
would be only 99 percent effective; and where 
nuclear war is concerned, that one percent 
chance of error could mean Armageddon. 
Finally, most reputable scientists agree that this 
fairy tale global shield is technologically 
unsound and would take at least 10 years to 
develop. 

The Soviets did not call for the destruction of 
Star Wars. They merely proposed that Star 
Wars’ research be confined to the laboratory. So 


why did Reagan refuse to compromise on his 
unproven “defense” plan? Some speculated that 
Reagan was using Star Wars as a “bargaining 
chip”—that he would use it when the Soviets 
upped their ante. However, when the Soviets put 
all their cards on the table, Reagan decided he 
didn’t want to play anymore. Mr. Gorbachev 
offered a proposal which could have made it 
possible to avert the threat of nuclear war. But 
Reagan childishly refused to part with his favor 
ite “chip.” 

In his Monday night speech (an attempt to 
justify his unwillingness to compromise), Rea- 
gan asserted that “a government that breaks faith 
with its own people cannot be trusted Phis 
attempt to malign the U.S.S.R. backfired, for 
when Reagan mentioned broken trust, Ameri- 
cans thought immediately of the administration's 
recent “disinformation” campaign. The resigna- 
tion of State Department Spokesman Bernard 
Kalb over this government scheme drove home 
America’s realization that its government has 
deceived its people repeatedly, and the Reagan 
Administration ts no exception 

Finally it appears that at least a few of Rea- 
gan’s messes will indeed stick to his “Teflon 
coat.” After destroying what little trust we had in 
government, our president has committed in Ice- 
land perhaps his most unforgivable error 
Approximately 80 percent of Americans polled 
in the last five years are in favor of a nuclear 
freeze, but that did not matter to Reagan. His 
fanatical devotion to Star Wars has cost nuclear- 
age America its first real chance at peace

Will ASI survive this decade? 





It is time to make a disclosure. The students have been 
fed half-truths and fabrications long enough. Associated 
Students, Inc. is facing a severe financial crisis and nobody 
has seen fit to inform the students of the situation. 

ASI’s insurance premium was about $15,000 last year, 
but because of past lega! disputes (Hall and Shahda) it may 
have to pay as much as $90,000 to $100,000 this year. All 
major liability insurance carriers have rejected ASI as 
having an “unlimited liability exposure,” so ASI will have 
to purchase an excess and surplus policy. A good compari- 
son would be for a college student to attempt to find car 
insurance with a drunk driving conviction or six speeding 
tickets 


Because of the expected cost of the new policy, ASI has 
already severely cut back or eliminated many programs 
and services. Money is badly needed to keep these vital 
services operating. Yet, a cadre headed by Albert Braden 
wants to cut those funds by reducing the Student Activity 
Fee. With a decrease in student fees, ASI would most 
certainly go bankrupt in less than three years. Next year, in 
order to survive, ASI would have to break contracts with 
CSUS for tunding The State Hornet, Women's Resource 













Center and Ethnic Studies. The shutdown of the Child 
ren’s Center, Mountain Wolf Sports and the Aquatic 
Center would soon follow. ASI's demise 
irreversible 

When confronted last April 29 with the possibility of 
ASI's bankruptcy, Braden’s response was, “Well, maybe 
that would be a good thing.” With that statement, Braden’s 
hidden agenda was revealed: to destroy ASI 

Imagine CSUS without ASL. There would be no fund- 
ing for clubs, organizations, student housing or free legal 
aid. Parents would have to seek more costly child care 
elsewhere. The university, with its attitude of ignoring life 
outside the classrooms, will never provide services to 
replace those lost. These important services are a product 
of the student movement of 20 years ago when the univer- 
sity acceded to the demands of students and provided 
funds to be used according to the students’ wishes. Braden, 
using scare tactics and misinformation in a manner that 
would make Lyndon LaRouche proud, wants to take the 
students of CSUS back into the 1950s. Even the Board of 
Justice decision of last May which Braden claims 
overturns February's special election —— was in violation 
of Section 89920 of the California Education Code

because its decision was made in a secret meeting 

If Braden follows through on his threat to file another 
suit against ASI (he filed one last April, and lost), more 
money will be spent on legal bills and increased insurance 
premiums —— money which could be put to better use. All 
Students will lose if Braden wins 

Braden protests the fact that money will be given to the 
athletics department. He is obviously shooting from the 
hip without finding out who he is shooting at. Athletics 
provide a great educational opportunity, especially for 
women and blacks. Twelve of 14 members of the men's 
basketball team are black, as are 44 percent of the football 
team, compared with five percent of the total student 
population of CSUS. With the funding the athletics 
department would receive, many scholarships could be 
awarded to women and minorities each year 

A quality athleuc program will benefit every other 
student also. It will impart a sense of comrnunity to the 
students and make them proud to attend CSUS. Alumni 
will feel encouraged to contribute to academic depart- 
ments and funds will return to benefit the campus 
community 

Graduating students will find jobs more easily because 


many Companies recruit using the sports page as a guide to 
where they want to hire from. A 1975 study by the 
University of Arkansas showed that 25 percent more 
companies visited its campus to interview and hire stu- 
dents than had visited the previous year. The reason for the 
difference was that Arkansas’ football team won the Cot- 
ton Bowl and was ranked third in the nation with an 8-3 
record. The year before, they were 5-5-| 

The possibilities are endless 

We, as students, should have a positive vision for the 
future and of what we can do for our campus and Sacra- 
mento. Envision CSUS in the 21st century, with new 
buildings and athletic facilities, and with academic stand- 
ards far superior to these we have now. Pessimists look to 
the past and have no such vision. CSUS will stagnate and 
decline to a second-rate status if Braden wins, Today's 
struggle is for the survival of ASI and ultimately, CSUS. If 
we move forward, we will gain everything. If we do not, 
we will lose everything. The choice is up to you

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Costello’s spectacular spinning songbook

You can never be quite sure what that rascally Elvis 
Costello will try next 

Take for instance, Thursday's “Spinning Song- 
book” show. This was the second of three completely 
different sold-out shows he performed last week at the 
Warfield Theatre in San Francisco. That night, the 
Stage purposely resembled a low-budget version of 
some forgettable ‘60s game show, complete with a 
sparkly, satin backdrop and bouffant-haired, minis- 
kirted go-go dancer in a cage. How many artists have 
concerts this unusual, creative or twisted?

To the right of the stage was a giant wheel, similiar 
to the one on “Wheel Of Fortune” (for all you Vanna 
White fans), with the names of various Elvis songs on it 
Before every song, he picked some lucky “studio 
member” to come on stage and spin the wheel. Elvis 
played the part of a slick game show host, oozing with 
insincerity to the hilt’ “Well, lovely lady, what song 
would you like to see come up on the stupendous 
spinning wheel this evening?” 











After the audience member the wheel and requested 
a song, a choice of dancing in the go-go cage dunng 
their song, or sitting at a small bar in front of Steve 
Nieve's keyboard, drinking Gatorade and watching 
cable television. Most of the women chose the go-go 
cage, while the men sat at the bar and vegetated 

The songs on the wheel spanned the entire nine 
years of Costello's career. Songs like “Allison” and 
“Watching the Detectives” from his first album (“My 
Aim is True”), all the way through “Uncomplicated” 


from his latest album (“Blood and Chocolate”), were 
represented on the wheel. The song selection on the 
wheel was extremely diverse and eclectic, and even 
contained covers of Tom Petty's “American Girl” and 
Prince's “Pop Life.” (Boy, telling my grandchildren I 
actually heard Elvis do a Prince song in concert might 
have been the thrill of my entire lifetime! But alas, 
neither cover was ever selected 





Let's face it — Elvis and Huey are 
the most likable geeks since 
Buddy Holly. 





After one hour, Elvis gave his backing band (The 
Attractions) a break while he did a short, six-song 
acoustic set, which was the highlight of the entire show 
On these songs Elvis’ virtuosity as a singer was 
especially apparent. His dynamic voice — one of the 
most emotive in rock today is well-suited for his 
wide range of musical styles (rock, country, R & B, new 
wave, etc.). Elvis did acoustic versions of his songs 
“Radio Sweetheart” and “The Only Flame in Town,” 
as well as covers of The Beatle’s “Yes It Is” and The 
Hollies’ “King Midas In Reverse.” 

Elvis brought our Huey Lewis for the second half of 
the Spinning Songbook; Huey received a mixed 
reaction from the older, “non-pop” crowd.

Huey continued the wonderfully slick 
game show host persona throughout the remainder of 
the show, even commenting to Elvis what an incredible 
honor it was for him to be sharing the stage with a 
musician of his magnitude. (Don't be surprised if Elvis 
starts touring with Huey and they call it “The Hip to be 
Square” tour. Let's face it — Elvis and Huey are the 
most likeable geeks in rock music since Buddy Holly.) 


While this show was surely one of the most creative 
and spontaneous concerts ever conceived, it took an 


awfully long time between songs, with people coming 
on stage, Elvis talking to the audience members and the 
spinning. While the concert lacked a consistent musical 
flow, Elvis’ dryly satinc chatter between songs made 
the gaps between the songs more bearable 

Elvis’ stage persona has greatly changed from his 
last tour for “Goodbye Cruel World” at the Greek 
Theatre in Berkely. When your humble reviewer saw 
him two years ago, he was moody, stand-offish, and 
barely spoke to the audience except for a brief song 
introduction. But then again, the title, “Goodbye Cruel 
World,” doesn't suggest that Elvis was going through 
the happiest time in his life

secretary. When Peggy Sue ventures 
back into time and meets Charlie, she 
attempts to end her high school 
romance with him immediately 
“Peggy Sue” has some really great 
and touching moments in it, some 
that can’t be found in most movies out 
right now. For instance, when Peggy 
Sue’s grandmother calls Peggy on the 
phone while she is “back in time,” 
Peggy has difficulty talking to her 
because her grandmother has been 
dead in her “real” life for quite a long 


time. This particular scene is played 
without the typical sentimental bursts 
of emotion that usually signify an 
emotionally charged scene. Instead of 
violins blaring and tears flowing, 
Coppola opts for an honest and all the 
more telling scene by showing Peggy 
Sue's confusion and inability to 
respond to her grandmother 

While there are many more parts 
of “Peggy Sue” that equal the power 
of this one, none are able to surpass 
this scene. And that may be why 
“Peggy Sue” eventually stalls 


The last half of the film busids on 
some key possibilities for rivaling 


everything that has come before it 


But the film tries too hard to find a 
meaning to everything that has hap- 
pened to Peggy Sue and ends up 
becoming too message-oriented for its 
own good. However, the movic 
surely provides scine questions that 
deserve to be though about. 


“Peggy Sue” would have been one 
of the better films to be released this 
year if critical overkill hadn't paved 
the way for audience letdown. As it 
stands, “Peggy Sue Got Married” is a 
good film, not a great one. If Roger

When Bauhaus lead singer Peter 
Murphy leit the group, it meant that a 
change would be in order. The other 
band members, Daniel Ash (guitar), 
David J (bass) and Kevin Haskins 
(drums) had to fill the void left by 
Murphy's absence. Not only did they 
change the singing respcnsibilities, 


but they modified their overall sound 


and created a new name, Love and 
Rockets. 

Although “Express” is Love and 
Rockets’ second album, it is the first 
released in the United States. (The 
previous album “Seventh Dream of 
Teenage Heaven” can only be found 
in this country as an import). Love 
and Rockets remained with the Beg- 
gars Banquet label and produced a 
prize recording 

As Bauhaus, their style was gloomy 
with a slight schizophrenic twist. Cri- 
tics found the band obnoxious, even 
though they were backed by a sub- 
stantial following. Critical comments 
ranged from “full of cobwebbed errors 
that were blown away years ago” to 
“There's something sickening about 
Bauhaus.” Today's experts could find 
little to criticize because Love and 
Rockets shucked slow, demented thea
